However, that 
specific definition is not supported in the applicant's specification, rather the language in the specification presents the definition of 
"output" as a result of a process. Recent decisions have indicated that if an inventor is relying on a special meaning for terms appearing 
in the claims, then the special meaning must be clearly written in the specification. "Although an applicant may be his own 
lexicographer... nothing in the specification defines the term 'output* differently from its ordinary meaning." See In Re Thrift, 63 USPQ2d 
2002, 2006 (Fed. Cir. 2002). "One purpose for examining the specification is to determine if the patentee has limited the scope of the 
claims." For example, an inventor may choose to be his own lexicographer if he defines the specific terms used to describe the invention 
with "reasonable clarity, deliberateness, and precision", see Teleflex, Inc. v. Ficosa N. Am.
